REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


Books in the library—Art, 7; biography, 12; drama, 4; history, 
26 ; science, 1 ; voyages, 10; juvenile, 57 ; fiction, 232 ; miscelluueovs, 
19; total, 368. No. of cards issued, 100; in constant use, 65. 

The trustees feel justified in stating that, although the library may 
be small, it is exceptionally good in the standard of books upon its 
shelves, to which they invite the town’s attention. The Granite 
Monthly magazine is still a feature and this year it is intended to place 
St. Nicholas at the disposal of its younger patrons. Many pupils visit 
the library for books of reference. We wish most emphatically to deny 
a report that floated about last year to the effect that the trustees were 
salaried officials. Not one of them, since the placing of the library in 
our town, has ever received a ceut—not so much as a postage stamp— 
for services rendered. And so whatever princely compensation may 
be in store for future trustees, the present ones are glad to work freely 
to make the library a substantial helper, not only to our public schools, 
buf to every resident of the town from Quebec Junction to Crawford 
House.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Another year of school work has been accomplished and we feel 
that in many respects it has been a successful one. 

Much might be said of the particular merits of each teacher, but 
we will only speak of a few good points in general, and of some places 
where improvement might easily be made. 

We are glad to note that a small beginning has been made in teach- 
ing music, and we would recommend that each teacher use all the tal- 
ent they possess in this line. Do not falter because you do not get 
satisfactory results, the period given to this work will be well paid 
for by the added enthusiasin it gives to the other work. No matter if 
some boy only learns to whistle snatches of familiar tunes while driv- 
ing the cows to pasture or splitting wood for the morning fires each 
passer-by will catch his song and pass it on till all the world is bright- 
ened by it, and he himself is happier than he would have been had he, 
through ignorance or lack of confidence, left his song unsung. 

During the past few years there has been an improvement in read- 
ing, not only in expression, but also in the matter read, this is due to 
our change of readers and our public library. 

Our book tax is high yet many more books are needed. Reading 
is an education and teachers should encourage their pupils to read and 
assist them as much as possible in selecting good literature. Parents 
could aid the teachers in this work by providing each schoolroom with 
a few such books as ‘* Beginner’s American History by Montgomery,’’ 
‘Stories of Colonial children,’’ ‘‘Stories Mother Nature told her 
Children,’’ Wood’s Natural History Readers,’’ and many others 
equally as good. These books cost from 25 cents to 40 cents and six or 
seven of them make a little school library. 

The dicipline while excellent in some schools, in others needs im- 
provement. The best order is generally found wherever there is 
plenty of work provided for the pupils to perform, and where that 
work is insisted upon. 


~ 
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Industry and good order are as inseparable as idieness and dis- 
order. While we realize that the best teacher is the one who can keep 
her school under contre] with the least punishment, yet no teacher or 
school should be at the mercy of a rebellious or disobedient pupil. 
Till children are old enough to govern themselves, they should be un- 
der the authority of parents and teachers, At school the teacher holds 
the power of the parent and what ever is lawful for the parent to do 
is within the limit of the teacher’s authority. 

It is sometimes right and proper to let the children known why 
certain things are required of them whenit can be done without a 
waste of time, but children shoald be taught to obey both parent and 
teacher promptly without making it necessary to spend a certain 
amount of time explaining the whys and wherefores of duties re- 
quired of them. 

Our school year is very short and we should endeavor to improve 
every moment to the best advantage of the children. 

A recent writer has said: ‘‘ Don’t be satisfied with your boy’s edu- 
cation until you are sure that he can write a legible letter; spell all 
the words he knows how to use; speak and write good English; write a 
good social ietter; add a column of figures rapidly; make out an ordi- 
nary account; deduct from it any given percent; receipt it when paid; 
write an ordinary receipt; write an advertisement for a local paper; 
write a promissory note; reckon the interest or discount on it for 
days, months or years; draw au ordinary bank check; make neat and 
correct entries in day book and ledger; teli the number of yards of car- 
pet for your parlor floor; measure a pile of lumber; tell something 
about the great authors and statesmen of the present day.”’ 

It might be well for each teacher to ascertain how many of her 
pupils can do each of these. 

Parents might also examine their children upon some of these 
practical points, and if found deficient in them, assist their teachers 
tor the following year by insisting upon the regular attendance of 
their children. 

Some of our schools are much too small fortheir own good, there 
being in many cases from one to three in a class, and naturally the en- 
thusiasm and interest with both teacher and pupil is not as great as it 
would be were the schools larger. 

How to overcome this difficulty is a question in the minds of the 
conimiittee. 

In other towns and states the small schools are united, making het- 
ter schools and at less expense, therefore our State superintendent ad- 
vocated this quite strongly, and we know that this plan is in success- 
ful operation in the neighboring town of Franconia at the present 
time, and we might name many other towns that have adopted this 
system. Whatever can be done to reduce expenses and at the same 
time give our children better schools ought to be done and we are con- 
fident this will do both therefore why not try it? 

We hope every parent will interest themselves in this question 
which may be brought before them sometime in the near future. 

Much more might be added in regard to our school work, but in 
closing we say that to some a few questious which we have just touch- 
ed upon may seem altogether foreign to school work, but please keep 
in mind that it is not so mu:h what your children get from between 
the covers of the text books, that educates them, as it is the practical 
training their young minds get, that fits them for the everyday duties 
of life; for it makes a vast difference with a man’s life about what was 
allowed to occupy his mind when a child. 
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This question of education is a great one which is not 
wholly to text books, or the school room, and one which e 
should be more interested in if the they have the future welfa 
children at heart, for if you have not gold or silver to be 
them, you can give them something better, and that is- a 
training which will enable them to get the riches they ne 
better enjoy life. by 

Let us one and all study the question more earnestly and 
best to educate our children. i
